BIBLIOGRAPHY of Robert Owen, the Socialist, born 

| at Newtown, Montgomeryshire, was prepared by the 

National Library Staff, acting on a suggestion made 

by the Rt. Hon. John Burns, and printed in March, 1914. 

Mr. A. J. Hawkes, now Librarian of the Wigan Public 

Libraries, was mainly responsible for the collection and 

arrangement of the bibliography. It was known that the 

work was far from complete, but it was considered desirable 

to print it as a starting point for the gathering of further 
information. 

The expectation that additions would be made has been 
justified. A careful record has been kept of all additions, 
with the result that the present issue compares with the
